Lestikyz That was the end of the interview, but just before hr, Kunstler left I 
asked him if he ihou^tt, as seme people do, that China's acceptance of President 
Bison’s trip is a sell-out of the- Worth Vietnamese. Mr. Kunstler said: 

Kunstler [voice]: Well, I think it's the danger of big power politics in the 
world. I am very much afraid of big powers, China, the United States, Russia and 
so on, and X tnink tnau they tend to grind up small countries and snail liberation 
movements and so on, and these are sacrificed to the political, economic or social, 
needs of the large powers. In this case I don't know -hat the Chinese motivation, 
is but I sure as hell feel that the Bison motivation is the same as Eisenhower’s 
"I shall go to Korea if elected” - is to go to China and that will give him ouch an 
edge over [any?] Democratic opponent that he will I think be elected with ease. 

It's kind of ironic that :.ao T.-se tang and Chou ray* be the means of 

Richard K. Bixon getting back into the White House.
